RELATES SAME STORY | 
TOLD BY HIS WIFE) 


Says Pistol Was in His Own 
Pocket by Chance and 
. That He Intended to Carry 
It Only to Home of Wife’s 
Mother. 


Clifford Taylor, negro chauffeur, | 
testified today in his own defense in | 
his triat for the murder of Henry | 
BR. Graham, his wealthy employer, | 
at Graham's home in Hampton Park, | 
Nov. 21. The case is expected to g0 | 
to the jury in Judge McElhinney 's | 
Court at Clayton this evening or to- | 
morrow. The de’ nse rested at 2:35 | 
p. m., and the state began rebuttal | 
testimony. 

John Grote, chief Deputy Sheriff | 
of St. Charles County, and a hunt-| 
ing companion of Graham on several | 
trips, and William Grote of Flint | 
Hill, St. Charles County, who was | 
aiso with Graham on hunting expe- | 
testified, in rebuttal, that 
Graham always fired firearms left- 
handed. This was intended to con- | 
tradict the testimony of the defense, | 
which contends that Graham threat- | 
ened Taylor with a pistol held in his | 
right hand. The Grotes, it developed 
in their testimony, had seen Gra- 
ham use a shotgun and a rifle, but | 
did not remember. having seen him | 
handle a pistol. | 

Taylor, wearing eyeglasses and | 
chewing gum, showed no sign of agi- | 
tation as, in reply to his lawyer's 
questions, he told a story carrying 
his plea of self-defense. This story, 
in most of its details, was the same 
as that told yesterday afternoon by | 
his wife, Blanche Taylor, who was | 
cook in the Graham home, and who | 
declared that she was an #ye-witness | 
to the fatal encounter, though the 
prosecution holds that Mrs. Graham, | 
who killed herself two days later, 
was the only eve-witness. 

He related that he had his own 
pistol in his pocket by chance, and 
that he used it only after Graham | 
had turned upon him with a weapon, 
intending, as he believed, to shoot 
him. He did.not seem disconcerted 
by cross-questioning at  ffirst, but 
later showed signs of weariness, 
wiping his glasses at times. 

The courtroom was crowded, most 
of the audience being negroes. 

Taylor's story of the occurrences 
on the day of the killing was:
